On clause six, 
wbiob exempts the Compaojr from taxation 
on the permauBLt way, rolliogsioek, property 
and earnings iu aoy Province, uodet any law 
of municipal or local anthor.ty, to any great- 
er eitaut than il it were ibe propeity of tb 
Demi ion, it was remarked tbat tbe Parlia- 
ment of Canada had oo power to coofar snob 
ezemptioDB.
